These ar- 
rangements were a necessary preliminary step to a final consideration and | 
development of a plan whereby the system could be relieved of the) 
huge burden imposed upon it by reason of its heavy over-capitalization. 

Ih considering the Canadian National Railways, it is always to be re- 
memibe¥ed that it was not constructed, like the Canadian~Pacific, as one 
operating unit. On the contrary, it is the result of the amalgamation of 
several different systems, with lines often duplicating each other in the 
same territory, with duplicate sets of shops, round houses, stations, and 
other equipment. ‘Thousands of miles of the system were built, not for 
purely commercial reasons, but as a feature of national policy for the open-
